In  Franc*,  in  spite  of  the  violence 
of  the  enemies  of  united  action,  this  is  developing  afresh,  i he 
Socialist  and  Communist  students  have  also  given  a fine 
example  of  united  action  in  the  creation  of  an  international 
Student?

The  dose  collaboration  of  the  Communist  and  Socialist 
Youth  Internal'onals  in  the  world  youth  peace  movement  and  in 
the  International  Youth  Conwuwion  for  Aid  to  Spain,  has  also 
done  much  to  facilitate  joint  action  of  the  Socially  and  Com* 
mums!  youth. 

At  a time  when  Hitler- fascism  and  its  allies*  Mussolini  and 
the  Mikado,  are  developing  Ihcir  oppression  of  China  and  are 
crushing  with  terror  the  movements  of  the  peoples  in  Spain. 
Austria,  Czechoslovakia,  Albania  who,  nevertheless,  arc  carrying 
on  an  heroic  struggle  for  their  liberties  and  independence;  when 
fascism  iv  preparing  to  invade  the  Baltic  states  and  Poland  and  to 
provoke  a new  world  war  directed  in  the  first  place  against 
France  and  England;  in  such  a situation  it  is  our  duty  to  develop 
ami  strengthen  the  movement  for  international  muted  youth 
action  which  is  already  beginning  to  take  shape* 

It  is  our  duty  to  bring  all  the  forces  of  working  youth  to  the 
side  of  Ihc  working  class,  which  is  fighting  for  the  creation  of  a 
Peace  Front  with  the  Soviet  Union,  in  spite  of  the  capitulation 
and  treachery  of  the  rulers  of  England  and  France.

On 
April  U l "OS,  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  fascists  in  Gandesa. 
First  isolated  in  the  prisoners'  camp  and  then  removed  to  the 
prison  in  Burgos,  he  was  there  handed  over  to  the  Gestapo 
hangmen, 

Arthur  Becker,  the  son  of  a worker*  was  bora  ia  1905  in 
Rcmschcid  in  Rhineland,  When  still  young  he  already  ,t>0^ 
in  the  big  struggles  of  the  Rhineland  workers  from  191  & to  192(1 
He  read  and  studied  enormously*  His  intelligence,  his  rmctrve 
mind  won  him  Ihc  confidence  of  ihc  young  comrade**  who 
elected  him  os  their  leader  of  the  youth  organisation.  Arthur 
Becker  not  only  enjoyed  the  sympathy  of  his  own  co®jm<*  but

rpHii  history  of  the  Bolshevik  Party  h ihc  history  of  the  only 

parly  of  i he  working-class  which  has  led  the  people  to  power, 
and  which  has  led  to  the  building  of  Socialism.  At  this  moment, 
ihc  Party  is  directing  the  gradual  irausformalton  from  Socialism 
to  Communism  in  a country  which  is  40  times  as  large  as  France, 
with  170  million  inhabitant*  divided  into  45  nationalities  and  1 1 
Federal  Republics. 

The  history  of  the  Bolshevik  Party  is*  therefore,  the  history 
ol  the  glorious  struggle  for  that  great  ideal  which  wo  arc  striving 
to  realise. 

It  is  clear  to  everybody  that  the  book  doc*  not  give  us  a 
ready-made  formula  for  the  realisation  of  this  ideal  in  France, 
Wc  must  lake  into  account  the  different  historical,  geographical 
and  political  conditions  in  which  we  are  living. 

Wc  are  that  France  which  made  the  Revolution  of  1789, 
In  tsarist  Russia,  the  old  remains  of  feudalism  were  mixed  with 
developing  capitalism*  Wc  must  not,  therefore,  lake  the  contents 
of  the  history  of  the  Bolshevik  Party  and  use  it  like  a kitchen 
recipe*  but  adapt  it  to  our  own  conditions. 

Yet  the  book  brings  to  light  the  fundamental  conditions 
which  hold  true  in  all  countries,  for  the  overthrow-  of  the 
capitalist  svorld  and  the  building  of  Socialism, 

The  history  of  the  Bolshevik  Party  is  the  history  of  the 
Party  which  Is  richest  in  experience  in  all  spheres  of  work. 

The  history  of  the  Bolshevik  Communist  Party  can  be 
divided  into  three  main  periods. 

The  first  period  is  that  which  secs  the  first  steps  of  the 
Russian  workers'  movement  and*  parallel  wiih  this,  the  spread 
of  Marxism  in  Russia.  With  ihc  beginning  of  Lenin's  activities 
j n IS87 — he  was  then  t7  years  old— and  under  his  influence,  the 
penetration  of  the  Russian  workers'  movement  with  Marxist 
thought  was  achieved. 

The  cinema  has  immortalised  this  stage  of  the  history  ot 
the  Bolshevik  Party  in  lhat  magnificent  film  of  revolt—1 Battleship 
Potemkin  " The  revolt  of  the  battleship  Potemkin  is  the  story 
of  the  revolutionary  movement  among  the  sailors  of  the 
Potemkin  " who,  hearing  of  the  revolutionary  events  which  had 
taken  place  in  Odessa*  wished  to  give  battle  for  the  Revolution. 
The  revolt  broke  out  when  a sailor,  who  had  found  worms  in  his 
soup,  went  wnth  his  comrades  to  the  officers  commanding  the 
ship  who  used  to  provide  the  sailors  with  roitcn  meat  amt 
pocket  the  difference.  When  their  complaints  were  not  listened 
to  the  sailors  became  angry  and  seized  their  officers,  threw  them 
overboard  and  ran  up  the  red  flag  on  the  battleship  **  Potemkin.1' 

The  tsar  tried  hard  to  send  other  ships  to  quell  the  revolt  on 
ihe  Potemkin*  but  the  crews  refused  to  lire  on  (he  battleship. 
Always  remember,  dear  comrades,  this  example  set  by  the  sailors 

of  the  battleship  " Potemkin." 

The  second  period  is  that  which  wc  have  called  the  period 

of  the  struggle  for  power. 

Finally*  during  the  third  period * a whole  host  of  heroes  of 
the  people  appeared,  such  as  Chapayev,  who  fought  in  the  Volga 
and  Ural  regions  and  whom  the  cinema  has  brought  so  near  to 
us.  It  is  also  the  time  of  Maxim,  whom  we  have  also  seen  on  the 
screen-  first*  as  a militant  of  the  underground  party;  then*  as  a 
director  of  the  State  Bank:  and  then*  once  again  fighting  for  the 

cause  of  Socialiim,  ...  * 

Thii  is  the  epoch  of  the  sailors  of  Kronstadt , Ihc  epoch 
when  the  men  were  made  who  were  to  achieve  the  Socialist 

society* 

Before  the  victorious  Revolution  of  October,  1917*  the  Bob 
shevik  Communist  Parly  had  known  both  success  and  defeat, 
legal  and  underground  work,  the  upward  surge  of  the  revo- 
lutionary movement  and  its  retreat*  . 

This  work,  Ihe  History  of  the  Bolshevik  Party,  might  be 
called  a real  encyclopedia  of  Marxism-Leninism.  Wc,  young 
Comm, mitts,  who  have  inscribed  in  our  constitution  that  our 


Federation  educates  its  members  in  the  spirit  of  Communism,  the 
greatest  human  ideal/'  muu  study  this  history  of  the  Bolshevik 
parly  very  carefully.  It  contain*  the  fundamental  laws  of  Marx- 
ism-Lcniimm,  the  fundamental  laws  of  Communism* 

Marx  and  Labels  and,  later*  Lenin  and  Stalin,  have  applied 
scientific  methods  to  the  study  of  human  society  and  the  social 
struggles  of  their  times.  They  have  brought  to  light  the  Law*  of 
development  of  society*  the  laws  of  political  action.  Wc  must 
develop  the  education  of  our  Communist  youth  from  their  work. 
For  the  understanding  of  these  laws,  the  understanding  of  Marx- 
ism-Leninism will  be  made  much  easier  for  us  now  that  wc 
possess  this  Short  History  of  the  Bolshevik  Party,  This  book 
brings  out  in  sharp  relief  the  contribution  made  to  Marxism  by 
Lenin  and  Stalin  who,  analysing  the  events  and  struggles  which 
look  place  after  Marx  and  Engch,  deduced  new  laws  from  their 
analyses. 

This  book  is  a real  source  of  courage  and  confidence.  Faced 
by  those  who,  corruotcrs  and  corrupted,  are  preaching  the  doc- 
trine of  slavery  to  youth*  h is  an  expression  of  free  life  and 
shows  the  struggle  of  free  men  who  wished  to  experience  neither 
slavery  nor  death. 

SOME  LESSONS  FROM  THE  BOOK 

Here  are  some  of  the  lessons  from  the  book  which  have  a 
bearing  on  the  present  situation.  One  problem  stands  out  above 
all  others,  the  problem  of  war  or  peace* 

The  History  of  the  Bolshevik  Party,  expounding  the  Marxist- 
Leninist  conceptions  on  the  problems  of  war  and  peace  states 
that : 

“ U was  not  to  every  kind  of  war  that  the  Bolsheviks 
were  opposed.  They  were  only  opposed  to  wars  of  con- 
quest, imperialist  wars.  The  Bolsheviks  held  that  there  are 
two  kinds  of  war ; 

(a)  Just  wars*  wars  that  are  not  wars  of  conquest  but 
wars  of  liberation,  waged  to  defend  the  people  from  foreign 
attack  and  from  attempts  to  enslave  them,  or  to  liberate  the 
people  from  capitalist  slavery,  or  lastly,  to  liberate  colonies 
,md  dependent  countries  from  the  yoke  of  imperialism;  and 
lb)  Unjust  wars,  wars  of  conquest,  waged  to  conquer 
and  enslave  foreign  countries  and  foreign  nations* 

Wars  of  the  first  kind  the  Bolsheviks  supported.  As 
to  wars  of  the  second  kind,  the  Bolsheviks  maintained  that 
a resolute  struggle  must  be  waged  against  them  to  the  point 
of  revolution  and  the  overthrow  of  one's  own  imperialist 
government/1 

The  Bolsheviks  were  not  simple  pacifists  sighing  after  peace. 
They  were  not  against  war  in  general*  They  knew  and  know 
i hat  peace  does  not  come  of  itself*  We  must  flgbl  to  ensure  it* 
and  if  Hiller  and  Mussolini  think  of  attacking,  wc  wall  know— 
as  ihc  Bolsheviks  and  our  Spanish  Brothers  knew— how  to  take 
our  place  in  the  front  ranks  of  nmi-fascist  struggle. 

This  book*  the  History  of  the  Bolshevik  Party,  equips  us 
with  the  reply  to  the  anti-Soviet  campaigns  of  French  sup- 
porters of  Hitler.  In  chapters  10*  11  and  12  of  the  book*  we  arc 
given  valuable  information  on  the  economic  strength  of  the 
U.S.S.R,,  on  its  unity  and  its  patriotism. 

The  book  also  shows  us  how  to  flgbl  against  saboteurs  and 
spies.  Our  friend  Michaut * speaking  at  Jhc  Congrea 
Federation  on  the  History  of  the  BcJ^evik,Part»«id:  Ttogw 

is  not  an  honest  Frenchman  who  could  reproach  the  BoMeWto, 
for  they  have  conducted  themselves  like  tnie  Jaeomn*.  I thinfc 
that  wc  can  reaffirm  this  declaration.  There  ooot,  inflict,  a 
single  Frenchman  who  could  honestly  P^ach  H£*°f 
the  great  task  of  leading  the  country  of 
safeguarded  the  country  against  traitorous  Bukharin* tea,  Trotsky  - 

ites,  Zinovievites  and  others. 

Yes,  they  were  right.  And  we  can  add  that  we  would  very 
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much  hkc  thm  example  to  be  followed  b>  those  who  pretend 
to  rule  France  in  the  name  of  the  Jacobmv 

The  seattui  yrcat  tc&on  which  the  History  of  the  Bolshevik 
Farty  hits  for  the  prevent  d «>  i*  lhat  t»t  the  necewity  of  defending 
the  immediate  demands  of  the  m;iw, 

The  book  teaches  us,  in  fact*  that  it  is  by  circciivdy  defend- 
ing the  demand v ot  the  people  that  ti  is  possible  to  bind  them  to 
us,  to  win  them  in  the  end  tor  Communism. 

Letun  himself  did  not  hesitate  lo  t ike  an  interest  in  these 
demands,  in  the  smallest  strikes.  In  the  first  chapter,  you  will 
learn  that  in  IS95.  Lenin  issued  an  appeal  to  the  workers  of  the 
Thornton  mills  who  were  on  strike,  The  Uohhcviks  also  used 
all  their  press  and  notably  PravdtK  for  the  defence  of  the  im* 
mediate  interests  of  the  workers  and  peasants.  In  the  dillicult 
period  I90S-M;,  the  Bolsheviks  went  info  the  benefit  societies, 
into  all  the  organisation*  which  the  bourgeoisie  left  open  to  them, 
?n  order  to  win  the  workers'  demands. 

The  History  of  the  Party  also  give*  us  a lesson  in  consistent 
courage  and  coolness.  To  those  who  might  be  discouraged  by 
the  present  domestic  and  international  difficulties,  the  history  of 
the  Bolshevik  Parly  brings  a lesson  of  courage  in  difficult  times. 
The  History  of  the  Party  teaches  us  that  even  setbacks  can  be 
used  to  educate  the  people,  and  bring  lessons  which  help  to  pre* 
pare  for  future  success. 

We  learn  from  the  History  of  the  Party  never  to  let  ourselves 
become  di/Jty  with  success  or  presumptuous,  that  we  must  at  all 
costs  retain  a healthy*  self-critical  attitude  in  our  work. 

On  page  3l>$.  you  will  find  mention  of  a letter  which  com- 
rade Stalin  entitled  **  Dizzy  wnh  Success/*  which  was  addressed 
to  the  comrades  who  thought  that  collectivisation  would  be 
achieved  simply  by  decreeing  it.  Read  this  letter  carefully,  and 
this  passage  of  the  History  of  the  Bolshevik  Parly,  and  you  will 
vte  how  vigilant  we  must  be;  how  quickly  unsatisfactory  work 
must  be  not  iced;  and  how  we  must  be  self -critical  and  not  pre- 
sumptuous or  vain.  The  book  teaches  us  modprty.  It  urges  us 
to  work  to  discover  and  correct  our  faults,  in  order  10  con* 
solid  ale  our  successes. 

The  history  of  the  Bolshevik  party  shows  us  the  role  and 
character  of  Trotskyism*  On  behalf  of  the  enemy.  Trotskyism 
carries  out  the  work  of  division  and  provocation  among  the 
masses,  h is  important  lo  appraise  their  role  exactly,  and  to  have 
precise  arguments  with  which  to  unmask  them.  In  the  book  you

The  Bol 
shevik  party  triumphed  because  it  was  a Party  of  a new  tspe  dif 
ferent  Jrom  the  social-democratic  parties  of  the  Second  fiiur- 
national  which  arc  rent  by  differences  and  permeated  by  boor 
gcois  influences.  The  Bolshevik  Parly  formed  a homogeneous 
disciplined  bloc,  organised  on  the  basis  of  democratic  centralism' 
and  bji*  preserved  its  ranks  from  bourgeois  influence. 

The  Bolshevik  Parly  won  because  it  was  closely  bound  lo 
the  masses,  Being  bound  to  the  masses— that  is  the  secret  of  the 
invincibility  of  the  Bolsheviks.  Stalin  has  shown  us  this  m a very 
authoritative  way  by  recalling  the  legend  of  Antaeus. 

The  book  allows  y*  to  bring  home  the  justice  of  our  pokey 
to  all  honest  young  French  people  of  good  faith  who  are  in- 
fluenced by  the  anti-Soviet  lies  of  the  fascists  and  who  art  a 
prey  to  confusion  and  doubt.

AT  the  present  time,  there  arc  more  than  h:df-a- million  Span- 
ish Republican  refugees  in  France.  Of  these,  some  arc 


soldiers  with  thirty* two  month*  of  front-line  service  svrfh  the 
Army  in  the  fight  against  the  Italo-German  invasion  ; many  arc 
women  and  children  who  have  suffered  bombardments  and 
hunger. 

Among  live vc  people,  there  arc  at  Ic.tM  300.000  young 
soldiers,  labourers,  skilled  workers  of  the  war  industry,  pco-sanis 
and  student*. 

Forced  to  leave  their  country  as  a result  of  the  policv  of 
non-intervention  and  the  Cnvado  betrayal  which  permuted  the 
fascists  to  occupy  the  whole  of  Republican  territory,  they  arc 
to-day  emigre*.  Bui  they  are  not  permanently  refugee*,  for  the 
Spanish  people  is  continuing  the  fight  and  will  not  allow  the 
invaders  to  establish  themselves  in  Spain, 

These  young  people  arc  living  under  terrible  conditions. 
For  four  months,  they  have  been  practically  imprisoned  in  the 
refugee  and  concentration  camps  where  they  receive  insufficient 
and  are  forced  to  sleep  on  the  ground  wearing  the  same 
rthet  which  they  were  wearing  when  they  first  entered  France 
‘"“'he*  tom  in  battle.

After  saving  that 
the)  have  neither  \htn  nor  shoes,  lh.it  they  arc  hungry  anil 
cannot  wash  themselves.  the  first  things  they  ask  for  are  books 
-chiefly  French  grammars  and  dictionaries  writing  paper  and 
peneiN,  in  order  to  bo  able  to  study  and  thus  to  spend  the  time 
raising  their  cultural  level. 

But  their  main  preoccupation  i%  not  only  improving  the 
situation  in  the  camps.  They  stiller  most  from  inactivity,  from 
not  being  able  to  participate  once  again  in  the  fight  against 
fascism. 

They  understand  that,  in  order  to  abolish  fascism  and 
liberate  their  country,  as  much  can  be  done  in  France  as  m any 
other  democratic  country,  la  seism  threatens  all  the  free  court* 
tries  and,  in  defending  the  countries  which  it  wishes  to  attack, 
they  contribute  to  the  liberation  of  the  peoples  which  it  has 
already  succeeded  in  conquering. 

VVE  WANT  TO  EARN  THE  BREAD  WE  EAT  AND  TO 
FIGHT  AGAINST  THE  FASCIST  AGGRESSORS 

A young  man  in  the  lUcarcs  camp  wrote  to  the  Invent ud 
de  Esparia ; 

"We  are  fully  aware  of  the  work  which  you  arc  doing 
on  our  behalf*  We  want  to  encourage  you  to  carry  on  this 
work.  We  do  not,  and  never  shall  forget  all  that  you  are 
doing  for  us.  Our  only  wish  is  to  be  able  to  work,  to  earn 
the  bread  we  cat  and  to  help  in  the  fight  against  fascist 
aggression." 

But  the  young  emigres  who  are  in  France  and  who  know  that 
the  country  is  threatened  by  Hitler  express  in  all  the  letters 
addressed  to  their  paper*  Juventud  de  Exparta,  their  desire  to  light 
side  by  side  with  the  south  of  France  in  order  to  defend  the 
country  which  has  gisen  them  hospitality.. 

FRIENDSHIP  WITH  FRANCE 

"We  wdl  carry  on  at  our  posts  in  the  struggle  and,  if  it  is 
necessary,  we  shall  march  side  by  side  with  our  French  brothers 
with  arms  in  hand.  For  we  know'  that,  in  defending  France 
from  the  clutches  of  fascism,  we  are  defending  our  beloved  Spam 
which  it  to-day  stained  w-ith  blood  by  the  invading  hordes  of 
Germany  and  Italy," 

We*  young  Spaniards,  who  have  taken  part  in  the  struggle 
against  fascism  in  Spain  and  who  have  been  forced  to  take  refuge 
in  France,  consider  this  country  to  be  our  friend  and  we  arc  pre* 
pared  to  defend  its  independence  at  all  times  But  we  believe 
that,  in  order  to  keep  alive  the  high  anti-fascist  morale  among 
the  tens  of  thousands  of  young  people  who  arc  here*  it  is  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  work  which  )ou  have  undertaken,  of  help- 
ing the  young  people  in  the  concentration  camps,  with  greater 
enthusiasm  than  ever," 

I am  very  pleased  to  read  vour  paper,  and  1 am  sure  that  it 
corresponds  to  the  feelings  of  all  young  Spaniards  in  the  refugee 
and  concentration  camps  who  are  awaiting  ihc  moment  when 
they  can  once  again  enter  the  glorious  struggle  in  the  ranks  of 
those  who  wish  to  liberate  the  world  from  that  horrible  pest 
which  Is  gnawing  at  it — Fascism/’ 

After  the  three-year  struggle  which  they  have  waged,  these 
young  people  know  the  meaning  of  Unity.

" Tens  of  thousands  of  comrades  are  in  the  same  plighl  at 
ourselves.  We  arc  two  young  Eslremaduran  peasants  who 
crossed  the  frontier  on  February  13,  We  have  absolutely  no 
acquaintances  or  members  of  our  family  in  France  who  might 
help  to  make  life  a little  less  monotonous  for  uv  than  it  is  at 
present.  Do  not  think  that  wo  are  in  despair  because  of  this*  On 
the  contrary,  we  know  how  to  make  the  best  of  a bad  job  with 
joke  on  our  lips,  in  common  with  all  young  Spaniard*  who 
have  done  so,  no  matter  how  grave  the  situation," 

The  majority  of  the  young  refugees  In  France  were  in  Cata- 
lonia. and  therefore  did  not  themselves  Jive  through  the  period  of 
the  Casado  betrayal*  They  understand  perfectly,  however,  the 
role  played  by  the  traitors  who  handed  Spain  over  to  Fascism,  by 
Casado,  Besteiro.  Miaja  and  their  agents  who  tried  to  break  the 
united  movement  of  Spanish  youth. 

These  young  people  who  know  what  the  J.S.U.  stood  for 
all  through  the  war,  the  help  which  it  brought  them  at  all  times 
and  in  the  most  difficult  situations,  remain  faithful  to  ihdr 
organisation*  Through  Juventud  de  Espa&a,  they  have  expressed 
in  their  tens  of  thousands  their  approval  of  the  TS.U.  and  its 
general  secretary,  Santiago  Carrillo.  But  they  arc  not  simply 
and  solely  expressions  of  support  for  the  JS.U.  They  are.  at  lie 
same  time*  magnificent  explanations  of  the  significance  of  the

We  will  know  how  to  punish  those  who  have  sokl  our  country 
to  the  blackest  reaction  of  German  and  Italian  Fascism. 

Comrades,  we  wish  to  let  you  know  that  there  arc  a number 
of  individuals  who  arc  trying  to  besmirch  and  weaken  the 
glorious  Unity  of  our  Youth  by  insulting  our  loved  and  admired 
leader*  Santiago  Carrillo,  by  calumnies  against  our  Executive 
Committee*  and  in  general,  against  the  whole  political  line  of 
Youth* 

We,  young  people  in  the  Bacarcs  camp,  will  not  allow  any- 
body, to  destroy  ihe  Unity  of  youth  under  any  pretext." 

Having  reprinted  these  letters*  it  Is  unnecessary  to  make 
long  commentaries.  In  spite  of  the  conditions  of  life,  the  young 
Spanish  emigres  in  France  have  not  lost  their  fighting  spirit,  they 
arc  still  a shock  unit  of  world  Youth  in  the  fight  for  peace  and 
liberty. 

We  must  organise  aid  in  order  lo  help  them  lo  stand 
up  lo  ihc  nre&em  situation  and  permit  them  to  develop  their 
work  of  cultural  and  political  education.  This  is  not  only  our 
duly  io  Those  who  have  fought  so  heroically  for  thirty-two 
months,  bul  is  also  a practical  and  effective  way  of  contributing 
to  ihc  defence  of  ihe  free  peoples  threatened  by  Hitler.

Austria,  China,  Cocchodovaki:*,  Spain  and  Albania  have 
shown  the  world  the  bellicosity  of  Germany,  IliI>  and  Japan 


The  gangster  policy  pursued  by  Germans  and  Italy  aims 
at  encircling  I -ranee  by  the  Pyrenees  frontier.  to  cut  the  com- 
munications with  Northern  Africa  by  occupying  the  strategic 
points  in  the  Mediterranean, 


Theve  threats,  becoming  clearer  every  day,  cannot  leave 
the  people  and  the  youth  of  France  indifferent,  supremely 
inter  rested  as  they  arc  in  the  safeguarding  of  democracy  and, 
consequently,  in  the  defence  of  their  count ry  and  the  peace 
of  the  world. 

The  Young  Communist  l eagut\  interpreter  of  I lie  \icw%  of 
French  working  class  youth,  struggles  with  all  its  strength  for 
the  reinforcement  of  the  country’s  defences,  by  demanding  a 
foreign  policy  of  alliances  with  the  democratic  powers  against 
the  aggressor  states. 

The  Young  Communist  League  fights  that  France  may  be 
strong,  that  it  may  have  an  army  capable  of  defending  demo* 
erulic  liberties,  if  they  are  menaced* 

A strong  France  presupposes  an  army  with  good  morale, 
rdlceting  its  republican  ideal. 

That  is  why  we  believe  that  the  Government  and  the 
General  Staff  ought  to  show  their  concern  far  the  private 
soldier,  whose  material  and  moral  conditions  of  life  must  be 
one  of  the  foremost  considerations  of  the  country. 

Unfortunately  it  is  not  always  so*  It  is  easy  to  prove,  by 
quoting  scores  of  letters  from  soldiers,  that  in  many  barracks 
they  arc  ill-fed,  bullied,  and  that  much  remains  to  he  done  to 
improve  their  physical  and  cultural  conditions  while  in  the 
army. 

The  Young  Communist  League,  following  its  10th  Con* 
grev^  announced  to  the  youth  of  France  its  programme  of 
action  containing  appropriate  demands  for  all  types  of  French 
youth. 

In  its  programme  of  action,  the  Young  Communist  League 
has  formulated  very  precisely  the  following  demands  for 
soldiers : 

ft)  respect  for  the  ministerial  circular  no*  3162  D.  known 
as  the  Daladier  circular  (19th  June  1936),  addressed  to  com- 
manding officers  and  requiring  them  to  *l  place  in  the  forefront 
of  their  consideration  the  physical  and  mental  well-being  of 
their  troops  " ; 

f 2>  increase  in  the  food-allowance,  providing  the  soldiers 
with  a sound  and  abundant  diet ; 

(3)  loan  to  one  franc  : 

(4)  complete  freedom  of  mail ; 

(5)  forty-five  days  of  leave  phis  ten  for  good  behaviour 
during  the  period  of  military  service  : 

(6)  free  travelling  on  leave  and  effective  aid  for  necessitous 
soldiers  during  their  leave  ; 

(7)  increase  in  the  rates  of  military  allowance  and  simpli- 
fication of  the  methods  and  conditions  of  gelling  it : 

(8)  control  of  canteen  prices  and  systematic  replacement 
of  these  by  regimental  co-operatives ; 

(9)  development  of  cultural  and  social  amenities,  halls, 
libraries,  sports  grounds,  professional  training ; 

(10)  the  right  to  read  the  working  class  and  democratic 

(11)  abolition  of  practice  according  to  which  a soldier  who 


haii  served  a prison  sentence  while  with  the  colours  has  u>  %nc 
* corresponding  period  of  extra  military"  service  to  make  uo 
for  time  lost,  ^ 

The  programme  in  defence  of  the  soldiers  murats  h 
approved  by  the  majority  of  them,  who  are  impatiently  awaitin'* 
its  realisation*  ^ 

Tens  of  thousands  of  young  men  of  the  1935  class  were 
recalled  to  the  colours  last  March,  following  the  measures  for 
security  Liken  by  the  government 

These  >oung  men,  who  had  completed  two  years  active 
service  in  April.  1938,  were  tirst  mobilised  in  September.  19>R 
and  were  then  recalled  a second  time  in  March,  1939.* 

At  the  end  of  their  active  service  period,  many  of  them  had 
found  work,  sonic  had  married  and  had  contracted  debts  in 
setting  up  homes  ; and  yet  others  had  set  up  as  artisam  and 
small  traders.  In  spite  of  this,  when  they  were  recalled  in 
March,  1939  for  a twenty-one  day  period,  those  affected  rejoined 
their  units  wiih  discipline  and  a sense  of  responsibility* 

The  sacrifices  which  they  have  made  for  the  country's 
defence,  and  their  exceptionally  difficult  position  demand  that 
extraordinary*  measures  be  taken  in  their  favour. 

The  Young  Communist  League  has  been  leading  a vigorous 
campaign  in  support  of  their  demands  ever  since  they  were 
mobilised. 

Last  month,  the  government,  giving  way  to  popular  fading, 
granted  free  post  by  decree  to  all  those  recalled.  But  the  order- 
in-council  decreeing  its  application  was  not  signed  and  the 
mobilised  men  only  receive  four  stamps  a week. 

It  was  as  a result  of  our  vigorous  campaign  demanding 
from  the  government  a guarantee  of  re-employment  for  the  re- 
called men.  that  the  decree  on  the  resumption  of  work  contract* 
was  passed. 

This  latter  is  still  incomplete,  inasmuch  as  it  makes  the  1 
re-employment  of  the  men  dependent  on  the  good  will  o the 
employers.  The  law  makes  the  stipulation  : Providing  such 

resumption  (of  work)  is  possible," 

A new*  decree  concerning  the  rates  of  soldiers'  pay  will 
come  into  operation  as  from  June  15,  1939. 

The  payment  for  soldicrv  on  active  service  has  been  raised 
from  3.50  francs  to  7 francs  for  inhabitants  of  the  Paris  and 
Seine  departments,  and  to  5 franc*  for  those  of  the  other 
departments. 

For  reservists  and  conscripts,  it  has  been  raised  front  3-50 
francs  to  12  francs  for  the  Paris  and  Seine  departments,  to  8 
francs  for  towns  of  more  than  5,000  inhabitants  and  to  7 francs 
for  other  town*. 

The  decree  grants  free  return  travel  facilities  to  iH  the 
mobilised  men.  Necessitous  soldiers  and  reservists  wiu  be 
granted  a second  free  travel  pass.  Similarly,  it  has  been  decided 
to  grant  such  facilities  to  mobilised  soldier*  who  are  natives 
of  Corsica  and  North  Africa,  and  to  those  natives  of  France 
and  Corsica  who  have  been  recalled  to  North  Africa. 

All  these  concessions  are  due  to  the  action  which  k ; ***• 
led  by  the  Young  Communist  League  and  its  journal

The  republican  spirit  must  permeate  the  barracks.  It  must 
be  made  impossible  for  Hitler's  admirers  to  find  a place  in  the 
French  Army  or  in  any  of  the  grades  of  the  military  hierarchy. 

Let  not  M.  Daladicr  say  that  he  has  not  the  money  to  satisfy 
these  demands,  for  ihc  soldiers  know  that  the  government  has 
recognised  the  right  of  any  person  who  acts  ns  intermediary 
between  it  and  the  small  industrialists  to  get  a commission  of 

2 per  cent  on  all  Army  orders,  This  means  that  a financier 
giving  contracts  for  LOGO  million  francs  will  get  a commission 
of  20  million  francs. 

The  soldiers  know  that,  in  the  name  of  National  Defence, 
the  industries  engaged  on  war  production  are  entitled  by  law'  to 
a profit  of  10  per  cent.  Tbit  leads  to  fabulous  profit-making 
as,  for  example,  in  the  smelting  and  steelwork*  of  the  North 
and  Lorraine,  where  the  profits  increased  from  308,000  francs 
in  1936  to  30  million  francs  in  1938.  m 

By  taxing  these  scandalous  profits,  by  taxing  these  profiteers 
from  National  Defence  who  intend  to  fleece  the  French  people 
as  in  the  last  war,  M.  Daladicr  will  easily  be  able  to  find  the 
money  necessary  to  satisfy  the  legitimate  demands  of  Ihc  French 
soldiers.

178  drevs-makers.  and  354  employee,  aged  hetween 
lf>  and  -0.  It  must  he  emphasised  that  only  the  enormous  pro- 
pagan  da  clforl,  made  by  all  the  leagix?  members,  nude  it 
posMblc  to  hold  such  a congress  With  money  collected  from  ihc 
workers  of  our  country  by  the  sale  of  badges,  by  the  organisa- 
tion of  dances  and  fetes,  the  delegates  were  able  to  pay  their 
fares  to  Paris,  and  by  paying  a representation  fee  to  ihc  con* 
gress,  they  permitted  ihc  national  committee  to  make  excellent 
arrangements  for  their  stay  and  for  the  recreations  closed  dur- 
ing these  three  days  of  good  fellowship. 

Ihc  congress  opened  on  Saturday  evening  at  the  Buffalo 
Stadium.  Paris*  before  an  audience  of  more  than  30,00  persons. 
You  rig  girls  had  come  by  the  thousands  „ in  groups  or  with  their 
relatives,  to  hear  the  General  Secretary  of  the  french  Commu- 
nist Party,  Comrade  Maurice  Thom,  and  to  show  him  not  only 
their  deep  admiration,  hut  also  their  gratitude  for  all  the  Com* 
munixl  Party's  campaigns  for  the  improvement  in  the  workers* 
conditions,  for  liberty,  for  peace*  for  all  its  struggles  for  a radi- 
ant future*  in  Socialism,  after  the  example  of  ihe  great  Soviet

whom  the  historian  Michelet  has  said  11  Our  women  bear  sons 
brave  as  themselves/'  The  Young  Girl*  of  France  will  know 
how  to  remain  faithful  to  such  a noble  example.

Letter  Addressed  to  the  Young  Socialist  International 


Paris.  June  13.  1939 

TYEAR  COMRADES*  The  serious  situation  which  threatens 
^ the  peoples  of  the  whole  world  is  becoming  aggravated. 
Hitler*  the  hangman  of  the  German  Youth,  after  having  des- 
troyed (lie  liberty  and  freedom  of  Austria,  Spain*  Czechoslovakia 
and  Mcmcl.  is  preparing  for  aggression  against  Danzig  and 
Poland.  agauiM  Denmark  and  ihc  Baltic  States.  The  situation  is 
rapidly  moving  towards  a war  involving  the  entire  world. 

Every  person  and  ah  free  peoples  arc  in  danger.  This 
danger  is  becoming  more  acute  as  a result  of  the  policy  pursued 
up  lo  now  by  the  British  and  French  Governments,  a policy  of 
compromise  with  fascism  and  resistance  lo  the  formation  ol  the 
Peace  Front  with  the  Soviet  Union. 

At  a time  when  the  guns  are  already  thundering,  when  the 
aeroplanes  arc  dropping  explosive  and  gas  bombs  upon  the  terri- 
fied population*  when  the  prisons  and  concern  ration  camps  in 
Spain,  ( zeehodovakia  and  Austria  resound  with  the  cries  of  those 
condemned  to  death  and  the  groans  of  the  prisoners,  when  the 
peoples  of  these  countries,  in  spite  of  the  fascist  terror,  continue 
ihcir  struggle  against  fascist  domination— at  such  a lime  it  is 
impossible  for  the  young  worker*  of  the  world*  for  the  young 
revolutionaries  of  all  countries,  for  the  young  Socialists,  not  to 
act  jointly  with  their  young  Communist  brothers  against  Hitler* 
ism  and  fascism.

Lulalionids  in  the  Second  International  arc  beginning  a brutal 
struggle  against  the  anti-fascist  working  class  youth  movement. 
They  have  begun  to  split  and  to  destroy  this  movement.  Where- 
ever  the  working  youth  begin  to  work  together  and  to  forge 
ihcir  unity  in  orJer  the  better  to  light  against  their  dcadlv  enemy 
fascism,  these  capitulationists  show  themselves  and  do  everything 
possible  once  again  to  inject  in  the  ranks  of  the  working  youth 
a spirit  of  animosity  and  factional  struggle.

Over  6U  nations  arc  represented  in  the  international  section 
As  regards  ihe  fascist  powers,  Nazi  Germany  had  to  abandon 
the  idea  of  a pavilion,  without  following  the  famous  proposal 
nl  Mr,  I a Guardia,  mayor  of  New  York*  that  they  construct 
a Chamber  of  Horrors,  Italy  and  Japan  have  used  the  theme 
of  " friendship  " for  the  construction  of  their  pavilions.  In 
truth*  ihcv  have  been  so  "friendly”  that  Republican  Spain,  for 
instance,  will  not  be  represented  at  the  World's  Fair,  having 
been  too  occupied  in  lighting  against  Italian  " friendship." 

And  the  uncompleted  pavilion  of  the  Czechoslovakian 
dcmocracv  will  be  an  embarrassing  witness  to  the  uncompleted 
ta%k  ol  the  League  of  Nations  whose  building,  which  ha%  com 
75*000  dollars*  will  stand  opposite  the  Pavilion  of  Peace. 


Nearly  seven  million  cubic  mclrcs  os  earth  had  to  iv 
brought  here.

Admissions  arc  expos'  red  to  be  25lMk*i  per  day, 
with  1,000,000  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  There  are  two  car- 
parks, capable  of  accommodating  J 5,000  cats.  While  all  the 
subway  lines  have  made  extensions  to  the  exhibition  grounds, 
they  arc  also  building  a bridge  to  shorten  the  distance,  coming 
from  New  England:  and  an  entirely  new  tunnel  will  facilitate 
the  traffic  out  of  Manhattan  Island 

Within  ihis  impressive  framework  is  displayed  ihe  spirit 
of  America:  a long  series  of  historical  exhibitions,  a rich  an  ay 
of  the  scientific  and  technical  marvels  which  are  the  basis  of 
our  astonishing  industrial  development  AH  this  h.is  been  in- 
telligently combined  with  artistic  treatment  in  which  light* 
colour  and  sound  all  play  a park 

IN  CELEBRATION  OF  AMERICAN  DEMOt  RACY 

The  exhibition  commemorates  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
election  to  the  presidency  of  the  United  States  of  George 
Washington*  A gigantic  statue  of  Washington,  about  60  feet 
high,  rises  opjwitc  a reproduction  of  the  old  federal  building 
in  which  the  first  president  entered  upon  his  office* 

At  ihc  end  of  the  central  avenue  one  can  see,  above  u 
staging  of  red,  white  and  blue,  the  image  of  ihe  Four  Liberties: 
liberty  of  speech,  pic\$»  assembly  and  religion*  Sculptured 
figures  of  famous  personalities  of  American  regional  folklore — * 
such  us  Paul  Runyan*  Ihc  legendary  lumber- jack,  and  Johnny 
Applied,  the  fabulous  preacher,  arc  to  stand  amidst  a d6cor 
of  fountains  and  waterfalls  AlnioM  all  ihc  slates  of  the  Union 
arc  to  be  represented  here,  each  pavilion  reflecting  the  local 
character! sties,  history  and  chief  industries  of  each  state*  to- 
gether with  any  colonial  influences,  British,  French  or  Spanish. 
In  this  manner*  the  visitor  will  be  aided  to  understand  the  oldl 
cultures  from  which  were  bom  the  United  States* 

The  central  building  of  the  whole  exhibition  obviously  is 


The  pavilion  of  the  U.S.S.R.  like  that  which*  two  years 
;ip>  made  so  strong  an  impression  on  the  French  public  at  the 
International  Exhibition  at  Baris— deserves  particular  notice* 
On  top  Of  its  central  tower  rises  a great  steel  statue  holding 
aloft  an  illuminated  five-pointed  SoMet  suit  which  serves  as  a 
t'cacon  for  aircraft.  Thus  the  Soviet  pavilion*  which  is  semi- 
circular in  form*  is  the  highest  building  in  the  exhibition,  sur- 
passing esen  the  try  Ion  and  pcrisphcrc. 

In  one  wing  of  the  Soviet  pavilion,  which  overhangs  the 
Li  goon,  there  will  he  a terrace  restaurant,  with  a saloon  and  a 
K*r*  Russian*  Ukrainian  and  Caucasian  chefs  have  been 
brought  over  to  work  in  this  restaurant.  Another  wing  will  con* 
lain  a cinema  theatre.  Along  the  length  01  the  principal  section, 
which  is  built  of  So* ict  marble  in  seven  different  colours*  runs 
,i  special  construction  representing  Soviet  Arctic  exploration* 
with  the  tent  and  scientific  equipment  of  the  Pa panin  expedit- 
ion, Opposite  this,  one  may  see  the  airplane  on  which  Valery 
( hkaluv,  recently  deceased,  made  his  famous  flight  to  the  United 
States  by  way  of  the  North  Pole. 

Another  feature  of  the  Soviet  pavilion  K a full-sized  section 
of  the  Moscow  Metro.  Nor  should  we  forget  the  exhibits  of  the 
arts  and  crafts,  paintings*  sculpture,  embroidery,  popular  arts, 
wood  engravings*  textiles*  characteristic  of  ihe  world  to-day  of 
these  citizens  of  the  first  Socialist  country — citizens  who  have 
already  tasted  of  the  world  of  tomorrow. 

There  arc*  of  course*  certain  disquieting  features  tntJm 
international  exhibition.  No  one  can  be  enthusiastic  with  regard 
to  Mr*  Grover  Whalen's  partial  attitude  towards  the  workers* 
Nothing  has  been  said  either  of  the  financial  conduct  and  sup- 
port of  Ihe  exhibition,  the  terms  under  which  Ibe  site  was 
granted,  Ihc  political  combinations,  the  huge  sales,  jfc®  com- 
mercial character  of  the  whole  enterprise.  But,  in  estimating  at 
its  correct  value  that  which  the  exhibition  has  given  jo  the 
public,  one  will  have  to  reply  to  such  questions  aat  What 
kind  of  w'orld  have  we  built  ? What  kind  of  world  are  we  now 
engaged  in  building?  What  kind  of  world  should  we  build  ; 

If  the  millions  of  visitors  to  the  exhibition  find  that  the  replica 
to  these  questions  are  suggestive,  ihe  ImcroabooaJ  Exhibiii® 
of  1919  will  have  achieved  a result  which  its  directors  cow 
hardly  have  foreseen*

1923* 
white  in  June.  1937.  this  had  risen  to  923*170.  In  1935  the  number 
of  girts  of  14-18  in  Hold  and  Hoarding  I louse  Service*  constituted 
9.3  jvr  cent  of  the  total  females  employed,  while  in  1937  it  was 
1 1.4  per  cent.  In  Laundry  Service  the  corresponding  figures  for 
girts  were  27,4  per  cent  in  1935  and  3U,9  per  cent  in  1937, 

These  figures  show  shat  the  basic  industries  no  longer  olfer 
.i  satisfactory  future  for  the  youth,  while  the  position  of  young 
workers  in  :he  expanding  industries  is  alarming*  The  increased 
employment  is*  first*  in  industries  noted  for  their  blind-alley  and 
parasitic  character;  second,  in  apprenticeship  industries  where 
apprenticeship  is  rapidly  declining,  and  where  unemployment  is 
very  high;  third,  in  the  mass  produciion  industries  where  youth 
has  little  or  no  future. 

hor  the  next  ten  years  at  least  the  numbers  entering  industry 
will  be  considerably  higher  than  those  leaving  on  grounds  of  age* 
although  the  proportion  will  fall  from  two  to  one  to  three  to  two* 
This  will  further  intensify  the  already  dilliculi  positron  of  youth* 

A similarly  gloomy  pie  Hire  is  shown  by  the  figures  on 
technical  training.  Apart  from  evening  classes,  which  arc  only 
attended  by  one  out  of  four  children  leaving  school*  and  none  of 
which  can  be  considered  to  give  vocational  training,  there  are 
junior  tcchnicat  schools,  technical  day  classes*  day  continuation 
classes,  works  schools,  and  senior  courses  in  colleges.  In  all  this 
variety  of  Technical  institutes  only  S6.8S2  students  of  all  ages 
attended  in  1937*  Some  idea  of  the  gap  is  gained  if  we  remember 
that  there  arc  3/K3D.QOO  young  workers  ages!  14-25  years.  During 
193'  the  number  of  lads  released  from  work  to  attend  part-time 
technical  classes  was  36.225,  of  whom  10,195  came  Irom  the 
engineering  trades;  4.608  from  the  fotxl*  drink  and  catering 
trades;  4,364  from  the  chemical  and  allied  trades,  ;md  three 
thousand  each  from  build  ng,  printing*  and  municipal  and 
Government  service. 

One  authority  calculates  that  only  10  jK?r  cent  of  young 
workers  receive  technical  instruction  of  some  kind  in  industry, 
ll  cm  not  be  claimed,  therefore,  that  this  small  proportion  of 
training  has  in  any  way  replaced  the  apprenticeship  system  which 
stifl  continues  to  decline.

! w\i  new  factors  give  these  questions  urgent  and  topical 
importance*  One  of  these  is  lhc  introduction  of  Conscription 
by  the  National  Government.  If  is  evident  that  great  care  will 
h LVc  to  be  taken  by  the  trade  unions  to  ensure  that  the  inter- 
s uption  of  the  apprenticeship,  and  the  six-months  absence  of  the 
lads  from  their  jobs*  is  not  used  by  the  employers  as  a weapon 
to  decrease  the  number  of  skilled  adult  workers  at  skilled  rates, 
and  to  reinstate  the  lads  in  semi -skilled  jobs  at  lower  rates  of 
wages,  t -ml her,  there  is  need  to  extend  ihc  immediate  steps 
already  taken  by  many  unions  to  establish  "patronage  com- 
tin  flees  "in  union  branches  and  factories  in  order  to  safeguard 
the  rights  ns  the  conscripts,  to  look  after  their  jobs,  to  keep  in 
touch  with  them  while  they  arc  away,  and  to  recruit  them  to 
he  trade  unions. 

The  other  factor  is  the  reduction  in  the  hours  of  work  of 
young  people  under  16  years  from  48  hours  to  44.  which  under 
!he  provision  of  lhc  1937  Factory  Act  should  take  place  this  year. 
Employer*  arc  bringing  powerful  pressure  to  bear  to  gain  exemp- 
tion from  this  Act.  The  trade  unions  have  a heavy  responsibility 
to  ensure  that  these  efforts  to  maintain  the  long  hours  worked  by 
young  boys  and  girls  are  defeated*  Otherwise  the  struggle  for  the 
demands  of  the  Youth  Charter  will  receive  a serious  set-back, 
and  the  possibility  of  winning  shorter  hours  for  all  will  be 
jeopardised* 

Success  on  these  two  issues  will  strengthen  the  influence

The  independence  ‘ of  the  Netherlands  is  equally 
threatened. 

Hitler  fascism's  greed  for  conquest  is  in  reality  directed  in 
the  first  place  against  the  West,  because  the  western  demo- 
cracies have  not  offered  any  resistance. 

In  spite  of  Hitler's  assurances  of  appeasement  so  far  as  Hol- 
land is  concerned,  assurances  which  were  also  given  in  the  past 
to  countries  which  have  now  been  annexed*  vigilance  is  more 
than  ever  the  first  duty  of  the  day* 

The  policy  of  capitulation  pursued  by  the  British  and  T rench 
Governments,  which  is  in  perfect  harmony  with  that  pursued  by 
the  Dutch  Government*  makes  the  danger  which  threatens  the 
independence  of  Holland  every  day  more  and  more  imminent.

Interview*  with  Japanese  Officers, 
Prisoners  of  the  8th  Route  Army

It  w.^  a cold  and  snowy  da>.  Being  in  Shamj  Province. 

1 went  w ih  one  of  my  iriends  to  the  " Information  Service  ** 
of  the  f hinesc  Fighih  Army  \o  as  to  have  an  interview  with 
three  Japanese  who  had  been  captured.  Brought  up  in  For- 
mosa* Ihc  chief  officer  of  the  Information  Service — one  of 
the  bed  fighters  of  what  was  the  Red  Arm>,  speaking 
Japanese  perfectly  -was  good  enough  to  act  as  interpreter 
lor  me* 

^yii  were  conducted  to  a room  where  wq  found  three  Japanese 
soldier*,  dressed  :n  f hmese  uniform.  On  our  arrival  ihev 
pot  up  and  greeted  tis  with  friendly  gestures.  Jt  was  a curious 
■ ccliny  tryiny  to  h oc  friendly  conversation  with  men  belonging 
to  ;l:c  same  : v ; as  those  who  ass-smatc  our  comrades,  capture 
our  womenfolk  and  poison  our  children. 

I he  three  prisoners  were  very  ) oung  Siftarato  Kita  and 
f tit.*  t were  7*  >cars  old.  Ktthuya\ai  f itkctt  was  77 \cars 
old,  Sjgaralo  came  from  Kyoto.  He  was  a mason  getting  90  yen  a 
month.  He  bad  graduated  from  a high  commercial  school.  He 
had  been  taken  prisoner  as  he  was  leasing  ihc  Pmg-Han  Tati- 

was  station  with  his  rceiment. 

* 

Okajn  also  came  from  Ksoto.  Maker  of  tin  biscuit  boxes, 
he  w.ls  paid  40  sen  a month  and  h al  a school  certificate.  He 
was  s.  ipturcd  near  the  railway  at  Tutlg-Ptl  where  he  was  driving 
a lorrs . 

Kohmasai  had  come  to  China  at  the  age  of  one.  He  h:  d 
lived  lor  75  years  m Mukden  and  spoke  excellent  Chinese.  He 
had  been  captured  at  Taiku  in  the  Shansi  Province. 

" What  did  you  think  about  China  before  you  were  sent 
there?  VVh>  were  you  fighting?"  I asked  them.  Thev  told 
us  the  Chinese  hated  us.  When  we  joined  up  we  were  told  ihat 
we  were  selling  out  to  light  for  the  peace  of  the  world.  The 
war  would  not  las:  \cr>  long.  But  above  all  we  came  to  China 
because  we  were  forced  to  do  so, 

Nc vi  we  spoke  of  the  life  of  the  Japanese  soldiers,  Thc>  are 
paid  nine  dollars  a months,  that  is  to  say  far  less  than  they  used 
lo  he  paid.  In  comparison  with  the  bravery  and  courage  which 
animates  the  Chinese  army,  iheir  morale  was  very  low. 

" I would  like  to  know,"  l told  them.  “ what  the  Japanese 
think  of  the  eighth  Army*  and  vs  hat  is  the  influence  of  the  leaf- 
lets u distributes?" 


For  such  a Government,  ihc  Dutch  votilh  is  readv  to  sacrifice 
its  life!

Were  you  afraid?" 

Okaga  could  say  nothing  about  this:  he  was  tmeomejoui 
when  he  wav  taken  prisoner.  Kobuyasat  laid  he  wai  afraid  of 
being  condemned  to  death. 

Sigaruto  said  he  had  had  no  fear  at  all.  In  order  lo  explain 
hi*  reply,  he  said  “ 1 am  a fatalist.  I considered  my  capture  as 
something  that  had  lo  happen.  What  would  have  been  the  use 
of  being  frightened? 

"After  having  been  well-treated  in  the  Eighth  Anny,  and 
after  having  heard  the  conferences  that  have  taken  p! ice  i 
realised  that  what  I had  considered  as  absolutely  inevitable  was  ui 
fact  the  reverse,  I had  lived  for  25  yean  believing  in  theiimtty 
of  ihc  Japanese  capitalists  and  militarists.

Asxtn intimi  ft>r  the  Strive 
rion  i*f  the  f /tone  land, IJ  the  " MVunoi'j  Association  for  Aid  for 
the  Wounded  T iy  f tiers  tmr  and  others* 

All  the  numerous  youth  organisations  in  China  were 
formerly  disunited  and  did  nothing  in  common.  Only  when  the 
united  national  front  was  established  did  the  youth  organisations 
begin  to  unite*  The  most  characteristic  thing  about  the  youth 
organisations  in  C hina  to-day  is  their  unity.  On  the  basis  of  a 
revolution  by  the  Kuominiang,  a new  organisation,  the  " Parly  o: 
Youth/’  was  brought  into  being,  which,  in  the  form  of  a federa- 
tion* includes  ail  the  youth  organisations  and  is  based  on  Sun -Y.it* 
Sen’s  three  fundamental  principles. 

China’s  youth  united  lo  light  in  the  defence  of  its  homeland 
and  to  achieve  its  complete  liberation  from  the  Japanese  military 
clique,  While  the  war  lasts,  China’s  youth  lights  not  only  on  the 
irorus  but  carries  through  a tremendous  amount  of  military 
education.  It  understood  how  to  educate  many  thousands  of 
excellent  soldiers,  devoted  to  their  homeland,  and  hundreds  ot 
militarily  and  politically  well -trained  commanders*  Lei  it  suffice 
to  quote  the  names  ol  those  two  brave  pilots  of  the  Chinese  Air 
force  whose  names  arc  sacred  to  China's  young  patriots: 
[J-Wci~T<irt>  who  has  shot  down  twelve  Japanese  planes  in  single 
combat,  and  Y*m-C'hei'Wenw  who  had  to  make  a forced  landing 
;n  Japanese  territory  and,  lighting*  killed  ten  Japanese.  Both 
died  like  heroes, 

China's  youth  is  organising  military  camps  for  Ihc  training  of 
special ised  forces  for  the  front*  The  ( hiftc*c  Af my  already  con- 
tains whole  divisions  composed  exclusively  of  the  young*  Such  a 
division,  for  instance,  is  the  If 5th  Division  of  the  Kih  Revolution* 
-try  People’s  Army,  whose  commander,  is  still  quite  young 

and  a member  of  the  Young  Communist  league.  Having  been 
wounded  in  battle,  he  did  not  waste  his  lime  while  in  hospital, 
bm  studied  about  the  enemy  forces  and  the  methods  of  struggle 
against  them.  Not  for  nothing  did  the  Chinese  army  leader  Chu* 
Teh  say  about  him:  11  Among  us  he  is  a great  authority  on 
Japanese  matters/’ 

China's  youth  fights  bravely  and  unselfishly.  The  following 
Mory  is  told  about  the  girl  patriot,  Sta-Sui — 

A Japanese  company  was  marching  through  a desolated 
Chinese  village.  A few  undcstroyed  stone  huu,  whose  inhabitants 
had  fled  to  the  mountains,  still  remained  here  and  there,  and  deep 
holes,  torn  into  the  earth  by  Japanese  ’planes  and  heavy  artillery,

The  girl’s  story  seemed  credible  to  the  Japanese  officer,  and 
he  followed  her  at  the  head  of  his  iroops. 

The  girl  was  Ma*Su;  she  hurra'd  her  steps  white  furtively 
glancing  at  her  little  wrist-watch* 

There's  the  embankment*  The  last  seconds  pass, 

' Revenge  for  my  father,  for  my  brothers*  for  the  thousands 
ot  innocent  victims!  " Ma-Su  suddenly  cried,  turning  to  the 
Japanese*  " Revenge  for  our  homeland!  ” 

The  exploding  bombs  Milled  her  words.  Fragments  of  the 
embankment  Jlew  m;o  the  air*  Ma  Su  perished  with  ihc 
Japanese,  but  she  saved  the  town  and  its  defenders* 

In  the  areas  under  Japanese  occupation,  China’s  youth  is 
developing  ,i  w. despread  partisan  movement  in  which  students 
play  a particularly  active  role.  It  did  very  much  to  make  China’s 
people  rise  tor  a war  of  liberation  against  the  Japanese  con- 
queror. Many  of  ihe  partisan  groups  consist  solely  of  young 
people*  C hao’Tun.  a student  at  the  North-Eastern  University, 
leads  the  part  km  movement  in  the  Peiping  area.  His  del  ash- 
men:. incidentally,  gets  its  munitions,  weapons  md  clothing  from 
the  Japanese  during  the  battles. 

The  Chinese  students  have  sent  the  best  of  their  number  to 
work  in  the  townv.  in  the  factories  and  on  the  land  to  leach  the 
people  to  read  and  to  write.  They  also  work  on  the  fronts,  teach- 
ing the  elements  of  reading  and  writing  to  the  soldiers  during  lulls 
in  the  lighting  or  rest  pauses  on  the  march.  Throughout  the 
country  the  students  have  carried  out  the  collection  of  money  for 
the  defence  of  the  country. 

The  young  Chinese  patriots  work  overtime  in  the  factories 
on  their  own  initiative  and  refuse  any  kind  of  reward  for  it.  Very 
frequently,  when  heavy  work  is  to  be  done  in  difficult  sections  of 
(he  armament  industry,  the  young  people  encourage  the  adults* 
who  follow-  their  example. 

Socially  organised  youth  groups  assist  the  peasants  lo 
cultivate  the  land,  to  bring  in  the  harvest,  and  with  other  agricul- 
tural work.  The  families  of  soldiers  at  the  front  arc  the  special 
care  of  the  young  Chinese.  They  help  them  in  the  fields,  in  the 
improvement  of  barns*  and  carry  out  much  other  work  in  the 
home,  thus  making  up  for  the  fathers,  husbands  and  brothers  who 
have  left  for  the  front 

Small  youth  groups  are  active  throughout  the  country,  forc- 
ing their  way  to  the  foremost  parts  of  the  front  in  spite  of  ah 
dangers  and  difficulties.  They  are  agitation  groups,  theatre 
groups,  41  Living  Newspapers,*4  Between  battles  they  perform 
some  plays  for  the  soldiers.  They  read  letters  for  the  wounded 
and  write  replies  for  thorn*  they  play  with  the  children  who  have

Young  Volunteers  Will  Build  a Railway 


j^HQRl  L\  alter  Stalin's  report  to  the  Eighteenth  Congress  of 
Ihc  CPAWm  Gottdok*  journal  of  the  railway  workers,  pub- 
letter  from  three  young  Communists  working  m the  work- 
shops of  the  Poltava  section  of  the  Southern  Railway  system  of 
the  L’.S.S.R,  The  letter  was  written  by  the  young  Comrmimsis: 
AC  SkriptekenkOi  Timachev  and  Vershinin*  All  three  asked  to 
be  sent  to  work  on  the  construction  of  the  main  line  from 
Akmolinsk  to  KorUta,  They  did  not  have  to  wait  long  for 
the  reply  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Young  Communist 
League  of  the  U.S.S-R,  and  of  the  political  leaders  of  the  People’s 
Commissariat  for  Transport . Another  group  of  young  people 
soon  joined  (he  initiators  of  the  movement.  Young  people 
from  all  regions  of  the  Soviet  Union  sent  in  letters  in  which 
they  expressed  their  devirc  to  take  part  in  the  construction  of  the 
new  railway*  In  this  way  there  began  the  enormous  volunteer 
movement  of  young  engineers  for  the  realisation  of  an  important 
■section  of  the  Third  Five-Year  Plan. 


During  the  Third  Five-Year  Plan  she  Soviet  people  intend* 
to  construct  11,000  kilometres  of  new  railway  lines  and  one  of 
the  principal  ot  these  lines  will  he  that  from  Kartala  to  Akmo- 
linsk:  it  wilt  be  SG6  kilometres  long.  The  new  line  will  be  the 
shortest  railway  linking  the  Karaganda  mines  with  the  Mag- 
nitogorsk blast  furnaces.  In  this  way,  the  coal  of  Karaganda 
w dl  have  the  road  towards  the  Urals  opened  to  them.  The  route 
for  coal  trains  will  be  half  as  short.  The  enormous  importance 
of  this  new*  railway  for  the  national  ceonorm  does  not  consist 
only  in  that,  This  route  crosses  :hc  immense  steppes  of  Kazakh- 
stan, the  fertile  zone  of  Kazakhstan  which  is  rich  in  different 
mineral  deposits*  Thus,  “ by  Ihc  way,14  the  railway  will  ensure 
the  rapid  development  of  those  regions  of  Kazakhstan  which  up 
till  now  have  been  separated  from  the  industrial  centres  of  ihc 

land. 


Never  m the  history  of  rail  transport  has  there  been  a ease 
of  the  construction  of  so  big  a railway  line  in  a single  year. 
The  railway  is  due  to  begin  working  from  the  end  of  the  year 
1939  In  April  one  of  the  engineers,  working  on  the  construc- 
tion told  the  correspondent  of  the  Knntumiohkayo  Prn\ da  that, 
during  the  nine  months  that  were  left,  it  was  necessary  to  realise 
11  million  cubic  metres  of  earth  works,  to  install  211  concrete 
pipes  and  to  construct  80  small  bridges  and  10  medium-sized 


)ncs. 

An  enormous  depot  of  modern  type  construction  machines 
applies  the  work.  Here  there  arc  32  excavator*  12  special 
tractors  for  earth  works*  four  special  machines  winch  put  lines 
nto  place  automatically,  and  a whole  series  of  other  machmcs 
for  transport , excavation  machines  and  cranes,  as  well  as  mobile 

electrical  centres  and  motors. 

Bui  in  soite  of  the  enormous  quantity  of  machines  the  work 
■I  iSt  Lo  on  hout  men.  In  order  to  construct  the  railway 

'reconl*?ime  n5h.r  20,000  people  »«  needed. 

adjuster*,  joiner®,  navvies*  accountants,  etc.  * * * 


In  addition,  a largo  network  of  medical,  commercial  and  cultural 
institution*  will  be  needed  for  the  constructors. 

To-day  5.1K)0  people  arc  working  on  the  construction.  They 
are  young  voluntary  workers*  and  their  number  increases  daily. 


OUTBURST  OI  ENERGY,  ENTHUSIASM  AND  WILL  FOR 
WORK  1 OR  THE  REALISATION  OF  THE  GREAT  PLAN 


Evidently  in  our  country,  as  in  all  capitalist  countries,  there 
arc  to  be  found  young  and  old  people  who  are  always  ready  to 
construct  railway's  on  condition  that  they  arc  given  the  chance. 
Above  alt  these  are  the  unemployed  who  constantly  are  socking 
work.  But  tri  the  capitalist  country  the  majority  of  young  people 
do  not  tind  work,  and  tho*e  who  do  find  it  know  that  this  work 
only  serves  the  interests  of  the  capitalists,  while  they,  the  con- 
structor*, only  receive  a miserable  wage:  that  is  why  they  do  not 
feel  any  enthusiasm  for  work. 

It  is  different  in  the  Land  of  Socialism,  Young  constructors 
know  that  their  work  benefits  the  whole  of  society,  that  they  are 
working  for  themvehes.  and  this  thought  fills  them  with  an  en- 
thusiasm  that  is  strange  to  the  majority  of  western  workers. 

But  Ihc  example  of  the  Soviet  youth  show's  us  that  the  youth 
arc  full  of  enthusiasm  when  they  have  the  opportunity  of  w'oriting 
for  the  society  in  which  there  is  no  place  for  exploiters.  When 
the  first  group  of  young  volunteers  set  out  for  the  construction 
of  the  Akmolinsfc-Karcala  railway,  the  young  people  explained  in 
the  Soviet  press  the  reasons  that  induced  them  to  do  this  work. 

This  is  what  Comrade  Timashev,  one  of  the  initiators  of  the 
movement,  said : 


41  When  we  read  in  the  newspapers  what  a great  impor- 
tance this  railway  had  for  our  country*  mv  comrades  Skripi- 
ehenko,  Vershinin  and  1 decided  to  launch  an  appeal  to  the 
youth  and  to  the  young  Communists  to  make  this  into 
a Young  Communist  Construction/’ 

The  young  joiner  V,  Kvitnevski  stated:

% N illustrious  revolutionary,  Friedrich  LngcK*  h;is  written 
" that  " ,in>  victorious  revolution  has  had  as  a consequence 
a great  moral  and  spiritual  upsurge,"  We  know  how  true  these 
words  me  in  connection  with  the  glorious  revolution  which 
broke  out  in  F rance  15U  sears  ago.  We  know  with  what  a 
high  outlook*  what  generosity;  what  sense  of  greatness  the 
National  t ouvention  at  the  moment  when  it  had  to  surmount 
the  worst  ill  Mien  I tics  in  order  to  ensure  the  defence  of  the 
country  and  to  accomplish  .1  work  of  complete  internal  reorgani- 
sation conccrncvS  itself  with  the  most  varied  cultural  ques- 
tion s.  from  the  inventory  of  precious  collections  to  the  tram* 
lation  of  Bacon's  works*  Irom  the  conservation  of  artistic 
objects  captured  by  the  1 Tench  corsairs  to  the  institution  of 
national  towards  for  great  discoveries  and  the  Stale  taking  over 
responsibility  for  the  cost  of  scientific  voyages. 

The  proof  given  b\  educational  policy  of  the  Revolution 
is  no  less  clear  and  no  less  convincing.  And  for  us  it  is,  further, 
full  of  practical  lessons. 

We  can  always  consult  the  pedagogic  and  educational  testa* 
meni  of  lhe  men.  of  17X9-94  with  a great  deal  of  profit.  And 
that  is  explained  b\  two  reasons.  I he  first  is  that  the  educational 
work  of  the  Revolution  is  extremely  rich,  produced  as  it  was 
at  the  end  of  the  1 Nih  century*  so  full  of  educational  plans 
aimed  a:  regenerating  humanity.  I he  second  is  the  boldness  of 
these  plans,  established  in  a period  of  energetic  struggle  of  the 
bourgeoisie  and  petty-bourgeoisic  against  feudal  reaction,  and 
so  ad  varied  that  much  of  them  still  remains  to  he  achieved. 

1 he  richness  of  pedagogic  thought  of  the  ISth  century  is 
recalled  as  soon  as  the  names  of  Rousseau,  Condillac,  Helved  us, 
Diderot  and  Morel  I y arc  mentioned.  Wh.it  differences  between 
men  ! One  must  go  farther  ; what  evident  opposition,  stressed 
by  the  men  themselves.

THE  HUMANIST  IDEAL 

But  how  small  all  these  clouds  seem  in  the  brilliant  picture 
of  pedagogical  thought  of  the  lSth  century. 

It  is  the  same  humanist  ideal  that  animated  the  philosophers 
of  the  18th  century  that  animates  those  of  to-day*  lo  allow  every 
child,  every  member  of  society,  fully  to  develop  the  resources  ot 
his  personality  in  such  a way,  as  Diderot  said,  as  to  " make 
happiness  " for  each  and  every  one.  to  lead  lo  ''  all  kinds  oi 
pleasure  without  peril  and  without  inconvenience/'* 

We  still  demand  that  free  education  for  all  for  which  Dide- 
rot struggled.  We  demand  it,  as  he  did*  in  the  name  of  the 
public  intcrext. 

“ A university  is  a school  whose  doors  are  open  with- 
out distinction  to  all  the  children  of  a nation.  . , l say 
without  distinction  because  it  would  be  as  cruel  as  it  would 
be  absurd  to  condemn  the  lower  ranks  of  society  to  ignor- 
ance. . . , The  number  of  thatched  cottages  and  other 
private  houses  being  in  the  proportion  of  ten  thousand  to 
one  palace,  there  arc  ten  thousand  chances  to  one  that 
genius,  talent  and  virtue  will  come  rather  from  the 
thatched  cottage  than  from  the  palace/' 

There  is  no  less  of  present  day  interest  in  recalling  the 

* It  is  natural  that  demands  for  the  introduction  of  public 
education  by  the  State  should  have  been  the  dominant  pro* 
occupation  of  the  assemblies  of  1789.  This  is  so  obvious  that 
we  do  not  stress  the  point:  up  till  that  time  it  was  always  the 
bishop,  or  his  delegate  who  had  the  right  to  approve,  watch 
over  a nd  even  dismiss  the  schoolmasters  fwhom  the  communi- 
ties, generally  represented  by  the  fathers  of  families,  could  only 
choose).

schools  for  the  education  of  the  young  be  increased."  The 
Orleans  district  wants  ” that  studies  in  the  universities  be  re- 
organised and  improved,  the  professors  paid  and  instruction 
made  free.  Need  u be  stressed  that  free  higher  education  re- 
mains  one  of  the  demands  of  democracy  to-djy  ? 

The  Gfeor*  region  Third  Estate  concerned  itself  with 
{jetting  lhe  education  of  the  poor  paid  for  by  the  rich  : in 
Article  2X  of  its  leUerv  it  wrote:  "That  there  he  established  in 
cvcr>  parish  m ;ht  kingdom  free  schools  for  the  instruction  of 
the  \oun£  at  (lie  expen.se  of  the  big  tiihe-holdcrs,  And  the 
fee  ling  expressed  by  the  Third  Estate  of  Nemours  is  a general 
one —in  the  name  of  the  power  and  energy  of  the  nation,  m 
the  name  of  the  public  interest  which  presupposes  enlightened 
citizens  to  present  "an  invincible  barrier  to  am  ignorant  or 
guilty  administration  ’;  it  demands  that  "public  education  be  par- 
ticularly favoured*"  Docs  it  not  still  await  ibis  particular 
favouring? 

FIVE  YEARS  WHICH  WILL  NOT  BE  OBLITERATED 

FROM  HISTORY 

T he  heads  of  the  Fascist  states  have  brutally  proclaimed 
their  hatred  of  the  French  Revolution  and  of  lhe  principles  of 
1789-94, 

Ceaselessly  they  attack  our  people  because  of  the  mosi 
glorious  period  in  its  history.  Benito  Mussolini  declares  that 
■'fascism  represents  the  antithesis"  of  the  whole  world  of

wiped  out  of  history/' 

Open  a book  as  widely  distributed  as  **  Essays  on  the 
Renaissance  of  Germany"  which  is  edited  by  the  Breslau  sec- 
tion of  the  German  teachers  fascist  organisation.  We  read  there  : 
" The  Nordic  man  is  the  creator  of  civilisation  to-day  ." 
But  there  has  been  a misfortune  : “ it  was  the  Great  Reso- 
lution that  crushed  the  Germanic  leaden  of  the  French 
people." 

' The  French  nobility  in  its  entirety  or  almost  so.  in- 
cluding the  Bourbon  dynasty,  was  Germanic,  That  is  why, 
at  the  time  of  the  French  Revolution,  the  hatred  of  the 
populace  w'as  directed  above  all  against  the  nobility.

Having  heard  with  Ihe  utmost  interest  the  report  of 
C omrade  Carnllo  on  ihe  position  of  the  Unified  Youih  we 
en(hti^i.islic:dl>  confirm  the  affiliation  of  ihe  Unified 
Socialist  YoutH  of  Spain  to  the  Young  Socialist  InTer- 
nationiil."  ” 

Nothing  has  changed  in  our  organisation  since  that  time. 
Consequently.  there  is  no  reason  for  the  modification  of 
Amsterdam  decision* 

It  appears  that,  on  arriving  in  Paris*  Comrade  Lamoneda  has 
changed  his  opinion  on  The  nccexxits  of  maintaining  unity  among 
the  >ouih  and  has  demanded  from  ihe  leadership  of  the  Young 
Socialist  International  that  the  J.S.U.  be  excluded.  He  warns 
them  to  recognise  not  the  so-called  Committee  of  National 
Socialist  Youth,  but  *1  new  CommiTtce  created  by  himself,  and 
of  which  young  Spaniards  have  not  the  slightest  knowledge. 

At  a Time  w hen  we  most  need  help  and  collaboration  in  order 
to  carry  on  the  struggle  against  Franco,  the  threat  of  expulsion 
from  the  ranks  of  ihe  Young  Socialist  Internationa]  weighs 
heavily  un  the  heroic  Unified  Socialist  Youth  of  Spain.  Bm  we 
hope  that  this  Threat  will  not  malerialkc;  that  young  Socialists 
and  young  revolutionaries  will  rto:  permit  it  and  will  stand 
solid  with  Their  Spanish  hroihcrv 

That  is  why  we  feel  alarmed  when  we  sec  how,  after  the 
hlowv  aimed  1.1  us  by  fascism  which  ha%c  had  considerable  reper- 
cussions on  the  man -power  of  The  J.S.U.,  the  situation  b being 
aggravated  by  bureaucratic  action.  Such  actions,  ay  the  exclus- 
ion of  The  British  l abour  League  of  Youth,  one  of  the  most 
important  or ganisa  1:0ns  of  the  Young  Socaloi  International, 
together  with  the  internal  difficulties  of  the  Belgian  Young 
Socialist  Guard  and  the  expulsion  by  the  national  leadership  of 
one  of  its  most  important,  strong  and  valuable  section*,  the 
Brussels  I ederaTion;  this  will  undoubtedly  have  serious  con- 
sequences  for  the  '‘trength  and  unity  of  the  Belgian  Young 
Socialist  Guard. 

If  these  examples  of  the  liquidation  of  a very  important 
part  of  the  forces  of  the  Inter  national,  already  deplc:ed  because 
of  the  setting  up  of  fascism  in  other  count ricx*  are  followed  bv 
ihe  expulsion  of  ihe  Spanish  J.SA\  which  has  5<X00O  members  in 
the  French  refugee  camps  alone,  it  will  seriously  threaten  the 
very  existence  of  the  Young  Socialist  international  itself*  and 
may  even  bring  Ihe  danger  of  its  disappearance  in  the  future. 
This  can  only  help  fascism,  and  we  think,  quite  to  the  con- 
trary, that  the  Young  Socialist  International  must  be  preserved 
against  the  mameuvres  of  all  the  splitting  elements  who  arc  fight- 
ing against  artii-fascisi  youih  unity,  thus  betraying  Ihe  cause  of 
Socialism  and  peace* 

The  Spanish  people  will  regain  its  liberty  by  helping  to  con- 
solidate peace  and  liberty  all  over  the  world,  t>y  preserving  tU 
unity  and  removing  Ihe  traitois  who  wash  to  break  it  w f"B 
struggle*  the  J.S.U,  will,  as  always,  take  its  place  in  the  h*** 
In  these  conditions,  however,  our  Federation  can  only  consider  its 
exclusion  from  the  Y'oung  Socialist  International  as  * fascist 
measure.  We  arc  sure  that  the  revolutionary*  and  Socialist  youth 
of  the  world  will  not  tolerate  this  without  replying  a do  protest' 
ing  most  strongly,
